Claims 1-3 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Voelkel et al (U.S. Patent Pub. No. 
US2002/0137114 Al). 

Regarding claim 1, Voelkel et al teach a composition comprising a ribonucleic acid molecule, i.e., an anti-PrP ligand 
(paragraphs [0042], [0064-0065]; claim 36).
